Up to a 
certain point, tbe action of water taten 
internally, in fever.*, is excellent; aside 
from allnying irrilalion by quenching thirst 
it flushes the kidneys, carrying off much 
of Ihe cffelo material produced by the high 
temperature. It has been found tbat tho 
addition of certain substances to water great- 
ly increases Us powers to quench thirat. 
This is especially the cate'with acids. One 
drachm of hydrochloric acid added lo n 
quart of water will give it sufficient acidity 
to accomplish tho desired purpose, while al 
tbe samo time, it adds to its pleasantness, 
and sometimes relieves nausea. Tho use of 
acids in fevers is highly recommenced by 
some fwtborii, and this Ii, I think, the best 
way (o administer them. The same- amount 
of sulphurous acid may be added to a quart 
of water when Ibe bowels are looso or there 
is a tendency that way. In these cases 
acidulated barley water is pleasant and 
nourishing. 
Tha same may be said of toast 


water. In constipation, oatmeal water may 


o nsed in tho same manner. A few tama- 


rinds added to « glass of water willnflen 


Toagt thirat and open tho bowels gently. 
Dr. Binger, speaking on this subject, pays: 


"Although, perhaps, not strictly relevant to 
our present subject, a few remarks may bo 
roade here conveniently on the drinks best 
suited to fever patients. To then, thirst is 
moat important and distressing, often caus- 
ing much restlessness nnd irritability, thcso 
in their turn often increasing the fever. 
The urgent (hirst musS therefore be allayed, 
but if left to lhemselv<8 to satiate their 
erAving, pnlients will always drink to e*- 
cesv, which is very liable to disarrange Ihn 
tlomacb, impair digestion,produce flatulence 
and oven diarrhoea. Theory and experience- 
both show that drinks, made nligbtly bitter 
and somewhat acid, slake thirst most effec- 
tually. A weak infnsion of caicarilla or 
orange p«el, acidulated slightly wilb hydro- 
chlorio acid, was, wilh Graves, of Dublin, 
a favorite thirst.allayiug drink for fever 
patients.
